The boy, who is put to learn a stone- 
cutter'd trade because he is always moulding 
figures in clay, never becomes a Kctflptor unless 
he studies hard. The youthful dabbler in wa- 
ter colors never rises to bo n great painter with- 
out long years devoted tn his art. Tho lad, 
who makes n capital college upci-ch, ends in 
becoming'n mere wordy dt-claimer. unless he 
learns to think. It wus not only his talent for 
painting, whieh won for Raphael tho title of 
"divine," but the day* and nights ho devoted 
to mastering drawing and composition. Tho 
great Milton worked hard at poetry, for thirty 
yenrs, endeavoring to perfect himself, before 
ho began Paradise Lost.

To rely mere- 
ly ou_whnt is called genius, is trf ensure 'failure, 
nny! is to cant away opportunities bestowed 
byNntiire.it is, in fact, to squander, like a

These fines, it seems, have always been re- 


tained in the Coanty Treasury by the Super?!.

any breach of the penal laws," shall go to the 
School fund. What ia meant by "clear pro- 
ceed." in this case seems to be a qoestion — 
whether it means the total amount of fine* col- 
lected, or what remains after the cost of ob 
tatning them is deducted. It seems quite clear 
to us, that it means the latter, and that that is 
tbe only fair construction that can be put upon 
the language. 


Taking this view of the subject, the School 


fond Is justly entitled to whatever there may 
remain of these fines orer and above the cost of 
obtaining them : and that amount should be 
promptly paid over to it, though, in the case of 
this County, we do not think it would mmtan*!- 


increase this fond, as tbe County claims that 


thn expenses of collection exceed the amount 
of tnes collected.
